Scalloped Veal and Mushrooms 
—Three pounds veal, one large 
can mushrooms, one small can 
pimiento, three cups white sauce, 
one and one-half cups buttered 
crumbs. Simmer meat until ten-, 
der, using small amount of water. 
When cool, shred and add mush- 
rooms and pimiento. Pour the 
white sauce over this and cover 
with the buttered crumbs. Bake 
until crumbs are brown, about 30 
minutes. Any liquid left after 
simmering meat may be added to 
white sauce. ; 

Apricot Tapioca — Three cups 
apricot juice, one-half cup‘ quick 
cooking tapioca, one cup §ugar, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, one cup 
apricot_pulp, one-half cup cream, 
whipped. Put apricot juice in 
the top of a-double boiler and 
place over direct heat to. boil. 
Combine tapioca, sugar and. salt. 
Add gradually to liquid: and 
bring to a brisk boil, stirring 
constantly... Place immediately 
over rapidly. boiling watet and 
cool... When slightly cool, fold in 
apricot pulp. Pour one-half the 
mixture into parfait glasses. 
Chill. When remaining tapioca 
mixture is cold, fold in whipped 
cream. Pile lightly in glasses.

Lemon Snow Cake—Two cups 
sugar, two cups flour; one-half
